Th*> derision reached yesterday by 
President Coolidge and his cabinet 
to wend warship* to Mexican water* 
when that become* necessary to pro­ 
t e a American live* and property and 
k#-“p American commerce free nom 
interference, 
t ill stands. 
W hether that decision ha* 
been 
carried out or w hether action upon 
it Ila* been postponed by the presi­ 
dent all high official* of the govern­ 
ment refused lo say. 
Front Secretary Hughes down offi­ 
cial* said th ere “ wa* nothing we can 
give out now’.'’ 
Som ething happened late yesterday 
to stay announcem ent of the plan to 
send American warships to prevent 
th e De La Huerta blockade of the 
Tampico bay 
causing 
interference 
with American commerce. 
The only sort of explanation that 
could be deduced from fragm entary 
answers of officials and others con­ 
cerned was th a t American oil in te r­ 
ests with heavy holdings in Tampico 
fields

The very cold weather 
retarded ail work, but during the warm spell the;company’;; con­ 
crete mixer was put into operation. 
Concrete foundation ; for t He* 
hugs marl drier and the lire*box which furnishes the intense 
heat to dry the frozen marl will soon lie completed. 
A fter the drier is tested, a narrow gaugf* railroad will is* 
constructed from the min# about 40 rods west. The wet or frozen 
marl is to be transported from the stockpile to th#' drier near the 
railway at the rate of 150 tons of the finished product per day. 
lf necessary, a second drier is to be built. 
The company already has orders for many carloads of dry 
mar!, and shipments are to Itegin in late winter. 
If the weather 
permits, a large crew of men will lie given employment.

Wing county has huge fields of marl which like those near Backus 
may soon be exploited, as the value of marl as a fertilizer has 
been permanently established.

T h e marl development in this section has passed the expert-j 
mental stage and its promoters have entered the commercial field. 
Profiting by the pioneer work done by the “ Mar! Fathers'’ in our 
vicinity, Explorer Walter M. Murphy and Demonstrator Iv G. 
Roth, a marl factory has been established near Backus on the 
Minnesota & International railway. 
As stated by a Backus paper, C. L. Schoiiboe, superintendent, 
arrived from Des Moines, Iowa, two weeks ago and work was 
immediately begun on a blacksmith shop. 
The very cold weather 
retarded all work, but during the warm spell the,company’s con­ 
crete mixer was put into operation. 
Concrete foundations for the 
hugs marl drier and the fire*box which furnishes the intense 
heat to dry the frozen marl will soon be completed. 
A fter the drier is tested, a narrow gauge railroad will be 
constructed from the mine about 40 rods west. The wet or frozen 
marl is to be transported from the stockpile to the drier near the 
railway at the rate of 150 tons of the finished product per day. 
lf necessary, a second drier is to be built. 
The company already has orders for many carloads of dry 
marl, and shipments arc to begin in late* winter, 
lf the weather 
permits, a large crew of men will be given employment. 
Crow 
Wing county has huge fields of marl which like those near Backus 
may soon be exploited, as the value of marl as a fertilizer has 
been permanently established. 
It may also be used for road sur­ 
facing and cement making, but the prim ary value is as a cheap 
fertilizer of extreme value to the farming interests.

The worlds of scien­

organization, already centralized, is 
no more likely to retu rn to discon­ 
nected effort th a n the United States 
is likely to revert to the Calhoun 
theory of states rights and secession. 
League Recognizes Principles 
of Hague Conferences 
Th#* operation of the league has 
therefore* evolved a council 
widely 
different from fht* body imagined by 
the makers of the covenant. 
It can 
employ no force but that of persua- 
ion and moral influence. 
Its only 
actual powers are to confer and a d ­ 
vise, to create commissions, to tjxer- 
cise inquisitive, conciliative and a r ­ 
bitral functions, and to help elect 
judges of the perm a nent court. 
In other words, the force of cir­ 
cumstances is gradually moving the 
league into position upon the founda­ 
tions so well laid by the

It is cain)mon knowledge* th a t pub­ 
lic opinion and official policy in the 
United States have for a long time,
